Oklahoma City. March 3.—Governor 
Lee Cruce Thursday appointed Joseph

of the Oklahoma City clearing house 
as members of the state banking 
board. J. D. Langford, formerly pres­ 
ident of the Oklahoma State bank at 
Atoka, was appointed bank commis­ 
sioner. The appointments were sent 
to the senate for confirmation Thurs­ 
day morning. It is believed the sen­ 
ate will approve them. 
Under the new hanking law the 
banking board is composed of the 
governor and two members appointed 
by him.

Oklahoma City, Ok., March 2.—Ap­ 
propriations for public buildings will 
not be found of easy berth when rest­ 
ing before the governor, as was in­ 
dicated by Gov. Cruce’s veto of a sen­ 
ate bill 
appropriating 
$115,000 
for 
building and equipment at the Ed­ 
mond normal school. This was the 
first bill to receive the governor’s 
disapproval and in returning it to 
the senate he called attention to the 
fact that in 1910 less than 50 per 
cent of the total enrollment attend­ 
ing that institution were in the nor­ 
mal department while this year the 
normal attendance has been less than 
51 per cent. Others at the school are 
doing grade work. 
The governor said the people must 
decide 
whether 
those 
institutions 
were to continue largely local high 
•schools. After saying that it takes 
more than a fine building to make 
a normal school the governor stated 
in his veto message: 
“Oklahoma boasts that she now has 
in operation six normal schools. The 
fact is that we have not a single 
school in the state doing normal work 
It is not fair to appropriate money 
belonging to all the people to help 
out special localities. If the normal 
schools would eliminate students do­ 
ing grade work and not really entitl­ 
ed to enter a 
normal 
and 
would 
make the localities provide for their 
needs in graded schools, as in oth­ 
er sections, there would be ample 
room in all of these normal schools 
in my opinion, to meet the pressing 
needs of those institutions at this 
time.” 
The house bill appropriating $325- 
090 for new buildings at the Gran­ 
ite penitentiary was passed today by 
a vote of 29 to ll. 
The senate passed finally the school 
land sale bill as completed by the 
committee last night, but since it 
does not carry the emergency clause 
there is an opportunity for its be­ 
ing referred to the people

The senate also passed a resolu­ 
tion submitting to a vote of the peo­ 
ple at the next general election the 
Campbell Russell idea requiring that 
the school tax collected from public 
service corporations be apportioned 
equally among all counties of the 
state. 
Amendments to the prohibition law 
as agreed upon by

were 
rejected 
by 
the 
house by a vote of 43 to 54, with 12 
absentees. The rock upon which the 
house split was the so-called remov­ 
al section, by which the governor 
would have been empowered to sus­ 
pend county officers who refused to 
enforce the prohibition law. Suspen­ 
sion, however, was not to be author­ 
ized until a complaint sworn to by 
ten citizens had been filed and the 
charges heard by a referee named by 
the governor.

For fully half a century in the old 
navy, aa m any as our naval officers 
lost their lives on 4<th e field of hon 
o r” as succumbed to the effects of 
w arfare. In 
the 
eighty-tw o 
duels 
which were fought between 1798 and 
1848 thirty-six men were killed, of 
whom th irty -th ree w ere naval offi­ 
cers, and of those who were not kill­ 
ed one-half were wounded. In the old 
navy duels were held to be a sort of 
indispensable diplom a for the naval 
officer. Verses 
were 
printed 
upon 
f t heir victories in the literary jo u rn ­ 
als of the day, and th eir relatives 
caused epitaphs in 
the 
Johnsonian 
style to be placed upon th eir tombs. 
The m ost noted of these Am erican 
duels was th at between Commodore 
Stephen 
D ecatur 
and 
Commodore 
Jam es B arron, which was fought on 
March 22, 1820, at Bladenburg. Tile 
form er, the most popular m an in the 
navy of th at 
period, 
fell 
m ortally 
wounded in th e encounter. H is death 
was 
so seriously m ourned 
that 
it 
m arked the beginning of the slow' de­ 
cline of the practice. The last of the 
duels in the old navy, of which there 
is a record, is dated 1850. 
The cause of the quarrel between 
D ecatur and B arron dated back fully 
thirteen years before its tragic end­ 
ing. It grew out of the naval engage­ 
m ent between the Chespeake and the 
Leopard in 1807. B arron was in com-
